Boers as Klng-Makers.

A Cape Town correspondent of the 
London Standard publishes the follow­ 
ing curious story: 
“ It was in the early 
part of tile present century that Chaka, 
the great Zulu conqueror, placed over 
two of the tribes which had fallen under 
his sway a young chief named Mosele- 
katse, in whom he discovered great 
ability. Mosclckatse was himself of the 
royal blood of one of those tribes, and 
he ingratiated himself with the other by 
the two daughters of the 
[Ie soon became sufficiently 
powerful to throw off the yokoof Chaka, 
and, after some years of wandering 
campaigns, in the coarse of which he 
made an unsuccessful attempt aport 
Basutoland, lie finally settled in the fer­ 
tile country between the Limpopo and 
tho Zambesi, where his name soon be­ 
came &9 terrible as that of Chaka in 
Zululand. Projecting further conquests, 
he essayed to cross the Zambesi with his 
army, leaving at home his sons, Kurti- 
man aud Lo Ben quia, who had been 
bom to him by hi9 two royal wives. A 
petty chief, who dwelt by the great 
river, complied with his request to be 
ferried over, but discerning an oppor­ 
tunity of ridding tho country of Mosele­ 
katsc, he prevailed upon him to have 
the army first ferried over by detach­ 
ments to an island in mid-stream. To 
this Moselekatsc consented, and no 
sooner won* tile troops concentrated on j 
the island than Hie canoes made off and ] 
left them to their fate. What happened 
there had better not be known. Those 
who tried to swim across were either 
drowned or eaten by crocodiles; those 
who remained were driven to eannabal- 
ism. The few who had not embarked 
waited in vain on the southern shore for 
many weeks, and then, returning to tho 
capital, reported that Moselekatsc and 
hi3 army had perished. His eldest son, 
Kuruman, was thereupon proclaimed 
King; but hardly was 
he installed 
when 
Moselekatsc, 
with 
a 
rem­ 
nant 
of 
his warriors, turned up. 
Ile immediately put to death the chiefs 
who had crowned Kuruman, and the 
Prince himself was sent to live in seclu­ 
sion. In I SGH Moselekatsc died, and 
search was immediately made for Kuru­ 
man,but in vain. Lo Bcnqula, his half- 
brother, although repeatedly presented 
with a kingly crown, not only refused it, 
but at his own cost sent messages to 
hunt up his missing brother. 
In 187uv 
however, the people would brook no 
more delay, and Lo Benoula was duly 
crowned. No sooner was tuis done than 
a “ Claimant’1 arose, who declared him­ 
self to be the missing Kuruman.

We do not put half enough confidence 
in nature. 
She has shown us in a 
thousand ways that she can be trusted. 
When anything new is needed—such' as 
a new kind of bug to devour potatoes. 
or a new and deadly animalcule to in­ 
fest pork—she produces it.

when we perceive that there is an im­ 
mediate want of something, our first 
impulse is to try to supply it ourselves, 
instead of leaving tho matter in the 
hands of nature. 
This timorous want 
of confidence is unworthy of intelligent 
people, and deserves to be severely re­ 
buked. it has recently been signally 
rebuked bv nature herself, who, while 
1 wife were striving vainly to find a remedy 
I for barbers, lias quietly produced a new' 
I type of barber that is all that man could 
I desire. 
Pl ans without number have been sug­ 
gested with a view to cheeking the bar­ 
ber's conversation and preventing him 
from even alluding to tonic. 
The num­ 
ber of patents which have been obtained 
for barbers' muzzles would astonish any 
one who is not familiar with the records 
of the Patent Office. 
None of these 
muzzles has been thoroughly success­ 
ful The first difficulty in the way of 
the use of a muzzle is that no barber 
will wittingly put one on. 
He stands 
on his rights as a citizen, and claims 
that freo unmuzzled speech is a privi- ; 
logo expressly secured to him by tho 
Constitution. There might, it is true, 
be something accomplished if the Leg­ 
islature would pass a law making it 
penal for any unmuzzled barber to ply 
his trade, but it would lie almost impos­ 
sible to induce auv Legislature to pass a 
measure so nurcly philanthropic and 
so entipcly devoid of any pecuniary 
profit to the legislators. 
Moreover, in 
tho few instances in which muzzles 
have been cither peaceably or forcibly 
placed on barbers it lias been found 
that they did not prevent tho barber 
from making sounds intended for con­ 
versation and quite as maddening. The 
only way in which to secure his com­ 
plete silence is to use a muzzle that her­ 
metically seals his mouth and nose. 
Such a muzzle was tried in Chicago 
some years ago, and with complete 
success, so far as reducing the barber 
to silence was concerned. The trouble 
with it was that the barber died of suf­ 
focation five minutes after the muzzle 
was applied, and an unprincipled Coro­ 
ner contrived to make the incident the 
occasion of much annoyance to the in­ 
ventor of the muzzle.

C loud. That Foretell Ntoru, aud Other* 
That Proas It Fair W eather— Hattie* That 
Are Fought by Ifllaty Squadron* la Che 
ftky. 
It’s easy enough to be a w eather 
prophet. 
AU you’ve got to do is to 
keep your eye on the sky, and it will be 
a very sly storm indeed that steals a 
m arch on you.” 
The speaker was a gentlem an living 
on Columbia Heights, brooklyn, who 
has done a great deal of sky gazing, but 
who says he has no desire for a public 
reputation as a weather-wise man. 
“ Look out of the south window. 
Do 
you notice those long, narrow, misty* 
looking clouds in parallel rows that 
seem to be advancing upward from be­ 
hind Staten Island w ith the precision 
and steadiness of a line of battle? They 
arc the advance guard of an approach­ 
ing storm . 
The barom eter has not 
given the slightest sign, a u d it probably 
will not until th a t skirmish line has 
reached the zenith, which may take 
hours, aud yet T ani as certain that a 
I storm is coming as though I saw tho 
rain falling.” 
“ Do you m ean th at yon can foretell a 
storm by the clouds sooner than by a 
barom eter?” 
“ Anybody can. These w inter storms. 
(‘specially, announce 
their approach 
sometimes two or three days iii ad­ 
vance. 
Whene ver you see those par­ 
allel stripes of clouds rising in the 
southwest and moving in ranks slowly 
across the sky, you may l>e sure? that 
wet or snowy w eather is at baud. Why 
should not the clouds foretell the w eath­ 
er? There »annot be a storm or any 
t ousiderabic ( bange of w eather w ithout 
clouds, aud there is almost us much 
difference perceptible iii clouds as in 
bices, if people would but notire them clouds looming up \ 
closely. 
a violent change ii 
“ Do clouds always foretell storm s?” 
“ No some clouds give assurance of 
fair weather. 
A very little practice 
will enable 
ant body 
to read 
this 
language of the clouds. 
It is more like 
studying a language than you would 
supiHJse. 
You know’ in Latin a change 
in tho term ination of a word changes its 
meaning. 
Ju st so a change in the form 
of clouds changes their meaning. 
It is 
no m ere chance work, but a certain 
change always m eans tile same thing. 
If •cirri’ turn into ‘cirro-strati,’ every 
m ctorologist knows w hat that means 
just as well as the boy at tin* head of 
the Latin class knows the difference be­ 
tw een ‘Hic’ and ‘H ujus’ 
•‘Then clouds are not all of one kind?” 
“ By no means. 
About eighty years 
ago Luke Howard, an English Quaker, 
whose business required him to take 
long w alks in tile open air. com pleted 
a classification of clouds that has ever 
since been in general use. 
One of the 
most wonderful phenom ena ever w it­ 
nessed in the sky led Howard to study 
the clouds. 
This was in the great dry 
fog of 1788, th at overspread the jyliole 
of Europe and part of-Asia and America, 
reaching to the sum m its of the Alps, 
and lasting from one to three months, 
according to the locality. 
The greatest 
terror prevailed and the end of the 
world was thought to be at hand. 
“ Howard 
noticed that there are 
three principal kinds of clouds, which 
he called cirrus, cumulus and stratus. 
Anybody can see the difference be­ 
tw een tucse clouds at a glance. 
The 
cirrus is the highest of all the clouds. 
You m ust have often seen it in the 
form of 
white filaments, sometimes 
called * mares* ta les’ and ‘cats’ tails.’ 
Stretched across the blue sky like deli­ 
cate lace work, it is very beautiful. 
Travelers say that on the sum m it of 
lofty m ountain peaks, from which they 
could look down upon the 
heavier 
clouds, they have seen these wispy 
cirri floating overhead, apparently as 
far away as when seen from the earth. 
In calm sum m er evenings, long after 
sundown, these clouds may be seen re­ 
flecting the most delicate tints of color 
from the last rays of sunlight th at il­ 
lum inate the higher regions of the at­ 
mosphere. 
“ The cirri are composed of little 
crystals of ice. 
These clouds and their 
derivatives cause the halos th at are 
sometimes seen about the sun and 


studying the clouds, said that as long 
as cumuli have sharply defined borders 
and a white color a continuance of good 
w eather may be expected. 
Cumulus 
clouds often form soon after sunrise and 
tem per the heat of a m idsum m er day. 
lf they gradually disappear toward 
evening the w eather will remain serene, 
but if as the sun goes dow n they grow 
darker and more numerous, then look 
out for rain. 
The cumuli are the capi­ 
tals, or condensed summits, of invisible 
columns of vapor rising from the earth. 
They do not attain nearly so great a 
height as the cirri. 
Cumuli are gener­ 
ally from half a mile to two miles high. 
Cirri vary :n height from two or three 
miles to six or eight. 
“ The stratus is most common at night 
and in winter. 
Those long ranks of 
clouds th at I pointed out to you in the 
southwest, and which show a com ing 
northeast storm, are a variety of stratus. 
They always appear in the form of 
stripes or broad, low curtains, covering 
m ore or less of the sky. 
The night 
stratus is form ed of mists from swamps, 
rivers and moist ground. 
It generally 
rises and changes into small cum uli on 
.summer mornings. 
The other kind of 
stratus, 
appearing 
at 
considerable 
heights in the fall, w inter and early 
spring, is, as I have said, tin invariable 
forerunner of storm y weather. 
“ These three kinds of clouds do not 
always appear In their simple forms. 
They are frequently mingled together, 
and four varieties of these derivative 
clouds have been distinguished. 
Tho 
cirro-cum ulus consists of little roundish 
white clouds, Routing at a high eleva­ 
tion, and often resem bling a Rock of 
sheep resting ujion the blue background 
of the sky. 
In w inter these clouds fre­ 
quently appear before a thaw. Between 
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sum m er showers they accom pany in 
creased heat. 
They are common in dry 
weather. 
“ The cirro-stratus 
commonly ap­ 
n e a s in shoals resem bling fish iii shajie. 
its popular nam e is the ‘ m ackerel sky.’ 
It is alm ost a sure indication of ap­ 
proaching storm y weather. 
When it 
settles down into a thin veil, covering 
the sky, and m aking the sun and moon 
look dim, it is certain to be followed by 
snow or rain. 
You will see it in that 
form following those streaks that are 
now rising iii the southwest and cover­ 
ing the sky before the storm comes. 
“ Did you ever see a battle in tilt 
clouds? The cirro-cumuli and cirro- 
strati are natural enemies. 
The lirst- 
nam cd is a fair w eather and the last a 
foul-weather cloud. 
W hen they meet, 
as they sometimes do after a sum m er 
storm has partially cleared, there is 
w ar in the sky- 
The cloudy squadrons 
encounter in mid-heaven to settle the 
question w hether sunshine or storm 
shall prevail. 
If the cirro-cumuli suc­ 
ceed the w eather will clear; if the 
cirro-strati are victorious, there will be 
more foul weather. 
It is a w ar of de­ 
struction, and the battle usually ends 
bv the total disappearance of one or the 
other of the two kinds of cloud, all 
assuming the form of the successful 
party. 
“ Cum ulo-sfratus is the grandest of 
all clouds, and so it is the appropriate 
forerunner of great storms, 
lf you 
over happened to go up the Hudson 
when a thunder storm was gathering in 
the Catskills you must have seen this 
cloud dropping on tile m ountain tops 
and hiding the great peaks like a vast 
curtain. 
W henever 
you 
see 
these 
you may be sine that 
in the atm osphere is 
close 
at hand. 
The 
cuinulo-stratus 
consists of a laver or foundation of 
dark-colored st nit tis cloud nett re st the 
earth, surm ounted by bulky pilot of 
very dense cumulus, not white and 
smooth like the fair-w eather cumulus, 
hut rough, dark and threatening. 
“ One of the grandest sights iii the 
world is the m ajestic march of the 
cuinulo-stratus clouds across a hilly 
country district in advance of a violent 
storm. 
Animals, as well as men, art 
intim idated bv the fearful appcaranct 
of the heavens, aud show their fear by 
trem bling and hurrying to places ol 
shelter. 
Those clouds commonly niakt 
their appearance first in the northw est 
rising black and threatening above tin 
horizon. 
Six ai the rum bling of heavy 
thunder is heard, and as the clouds ap 
preach the zenith, blotting out the sun, 
fitful gusts of wind arise, followed by 
|x*riods of oppressive calm. 
Sometimes 
a w hirling motion is seen iii the clouds 
Then look out! 
lf a black funnel seems 
to drop from the cloud to the earth, it 
is a tornado, aud nobody can tell what 
dam age it may’ do. 
The cum alo-st rat 
foretell a storm several hours in ad­ 
vance. 
The longer they linger ileal 
the horizon tile more violent the storm 
is apt to be. 
“ The last class, or rather sub class 
of clouds is the nimbus, or black rain 
cloud, which spreads over tho heavens 
just as the storm lx*gins. 
JI is made lip 
of a m ixture of all the other kinds, am 
appears in every storm , but is seen in 
its most characteristic form in a thun­ 
der storm. 
Sometimes it approaches 
within a few’ hundred feet of the earth, 
and at other times it is 2,000 or 8,000 
feet high. 
While it always appears 
black or gray from beneath, it is, in 
fact, surm ounted by a snowy-white rap 
of cirrus or cumulus. 
I have some 
times, iii the hills of Central New York, 
seen from an elevated station the pass­ 
age of a storm through a distant valley. 
The glittering upper surface of the 
clouds then preserve a beautiful appear­ 
ance, while underneath they are dark 
aud forbidding, aud the {muring rain 
hides the landscape.

“ On account of the mixing together 
of the various classes of clouds, it is 
sometimes difficult to accurately distin- 
uish them apart. 
A little practice, 
lowever, will enable any observant per­ 
son to detect the prevailing characteris­ 
tics. 
Indications vary slightly for dif-

ver. •Cirrus clouds indicate !>oth storm s 
and clear weather, according to their 
appearance. 
If they appear in their 
most 
delicate

of settled w eather is a t hand.

streaks atter fair w eather has lasted 
for some time, they are the first indi­ 
cation of approaching change. 
Cirri, 
when greatly tangled and knotted, 
show stormy w eather close at hand. If 
their !x>rdcrs grow faint aud indistinct, 
there is rain coming. 
“ Cumulus clouds are characteristic 
of summer. 
The farm ers call them 
thunder heads when they poke their 
smooth, white, rounded summits, glit­ 
tering in tile sun like sliver, above the 
horizon. 
In th at form they are the 
forerunners of local thunder storms. 
These 
niountainous-looking 
clouds 
sometimes actually exceed the greatest 
peaks of the Andes or Himlayas in size. 
When cumulus clouds appear in a warm, 
pleasant day, not very large, distinct 
though soft in outline, and resem bling 
cotton balls, they indicate continued 
fair, dry weather. 
On the other hand.
